Not Ordering Any Plebiscite. 

By an overwhelming vote, in which party lines 
did not count, the Legislature refused to grant & 
plebiscite on the question of abolishing the beer 
parlors. 

That is hardly surprising. The Legislature 
took upon itself, under direction of the Govern- 
ment, to establish beer pariors, after going 
through the motions of holding ao plebiscite at 
which the issue was obscurely stated and very 
doubtfully understood. 

Should another plebiscite be taken, and the 
beer parlor policy fail of approval, the result 
would be somewhat in the nature of a popular 
vote of want of confidence in the ministry and the 
members wlio followed its lead. Discretion in such 
circumstances is considerably the better part of 
valor. . 

As for the issue iteelf—asid> from thé absurd 
position in which the Government and its follow- 
ers have landed themselves—the referendum is 
still part of the law of the Provinee. If the pre- 
scribed percentage of the voters ask for a plebis- 
cite one must be granted. 

In providing this automatic device by which a 
vote can be brought on. the Legislature also pro- 
vided itself with a convenient argument that it is 
no longer the arbiter in such matters. Having ab- 
solved themselves from responsibility in that con- 
nection, the members can hardly be blamed for 
refusing to order a plebiscite on anything unless 
it is asked for in the way by law ordained.

Dr. Crane’s Editerial 


DRESS AND LOOK SLENDER 


A book has come ta me entitled “Dress and Look 
Slender,” by Jane Warten Wells. It is ‘from the 
Women's Institute of Scranton, Pennsylvania, and I 
| suspect that Wella is the pen-name for someone con- 
nected with that inetitute. 


But anyway, it is a good book. Fiveryona cannot be 
slender, but everyone can look slenderer than he is 


all women dread, and this book gives some very good 
suggestions on how to appear thin. : 

Tt Is all a matter of jines, apparently. long, atraight 
| lines give you a thin and tall appearance, and cross 
| lines make you look fat and dumipy. Dresses therefore 
that are planned in parallel vertical lines are best for 
a fleshy person. 

There are many tricks that can be played by thoae 
who want to look slender 
tical illusion. A slender woman may actually appear 
stout by failing to dress in accordance with these illu- 
sions, and conversely a stout woman can appear slender.

Premier Brownlee explained why the tax is to

ment would have a deficit of a million dollars at 
the end of the current year. The explanation has 
the virtue of being clear, Also of being perhaps 
of more importance than the tax. 

What it means is that the Ministers do not 
propose to spend less than they are spending. In- 
stead of ‘‘eutting their garment according to the 


cloth’’ that ean be reasonably afforded they have| 


decided what size the garment is to be, and the 
public must supply the cloth necessary. 

Instead of expenditure being governed hy 
revenue, taxation is now governed by the minis- 
terial disposition tor spend. Taxes cannot be 
abolished or reduced if that would leave the Minis- 
isters less money to dispense. The public will 
have no difficulty in deducing from that what 
prospeet there is of a reduction in Provincial 
taxation, 

If the present rate of the provincial property 
tax is justified because the Government has fore- 
determined how much money to be spent, a 
rate two or three times as high would be equally 
justified on the same ground. The rate is now 
one mill. It may be two or three mills next year 
or the year after, if the Ministers should decide 
to spend with a freer hand

New Zealand in 1921 had a schedule of high 
income tax rates. The revenue for 1922 showed 
a decrease of 27 per cent, and that of the follow- 
ing year of 36 per cent. more. As a remedy the 
rates were reduced in 1924 by 20 per cent; and 
the shrinkage of revenue dropped to 2 per cent. 
A further reduction of 15 per cent of the peak 
yates was made last year,; and it is expected that 
the returns will show no further falling off in 
revenue. 

In the United States, income tax rates were at 
the peak in 1918. The report of the Chamber of 
Commerce for last year states that every redue- 
tion in rates that has been made there was fol- 
lowed by an increase in the proceeds. Regarding 
the cut in rates made in 1924, it is said that the 
revenue for 1925 will be found to have been larger 
than that for 1923. 

A reduction in taxation was promised in the 
speech from the Throne at the opening of Parlia- 
ment. It is expected that ‘his wi'l take the form 
of a reduction in the incom: tax rates. “The imme- 
diate object is to lighten the burden of taxation 
on the individual, But it wi! ‘ike y be found that 
the change wil! also increase the revenne from 
this source. That will be the case if the experi- 
ence of other countries is a reliable indicator. 

Canada is sti)l maintaining ine 
moavimnm On emall incomes these are said 
to be from three to five times as heavy as those 
‘ cted in the United States last year. That un- 
Aoubtedly helps to explain the southward trek of 
Canadians. It must hove that ‘endency even if 
times were as prosperous in Canada as in the 
United States And the better times are on the 
other side of the line the greater must be the ex- 
pulsive effect of high taxation on this side 

Taxation of incomes is wrong in principle, and 
Ahonid only be applied as an emergency expedient. 
Taxation, where possible, should be on spending, 
not on earning. To (ax earning 1s to discourage 
enterprise and industry. To tax spending is to 
discourage extravagance. Income taxation will 
doubtless be used for years to come as a means of 
raising money to meet our war debt, But a sub 
stantial reduction in the rates will help to create 
mare incomes to be taxed; ond from a reduced 
demand upon a greater number of pockets the 
Government will probably draw more, not

Whether the line shall be private, 
a common carrier, or a common pur- 
chaser line, these depending on the 
nature of the particular oll and gas 
field, the proximity of the lino to 
producing flelds, the varying nature 
of the product, and such matters, 

“Common purchasing’ provisions 
are also contained in the new bill. 
these to apply to pipe line companies 
operating in any field, purchases to 
be pro rated among the wells and 
rigid check placed on any attempts 
at discrimination as between wells or 
purchasers, and the carriage of oll 
and gas by the pipe line. The 
measure is mainly designed as & con-
